MAY RESUME 
TRADE RELATIONS 
WITH MOSCOW. 


London, England.—One of the first 
acts of the new Labor government 
has been to cable the announcement 
to all the Dominion governments of 
the British Empire that Great Bri- 
tain intends to resume diplomatic re- 
lations with Soviet Russia in the 
near future, | 

Political the La- 
bor ministry’s move will receive suf- 
ficient support from Conservative 
and Liberal members of Parliament 
to assure approval of British diplo- 
matic relations with Moscow. 

It has long been known the Labor 
perty was in favor of renewing) 
diplomatic and trade relations with | 
Russia, broken off by the raid on 
Arcos House, London, headquarters 
of the Russian commercial mission, 
made by he late Conservative gov-| 
ernment in May, 1927. 

Although His Majesty's govern- | 
ment is not technically dependent on! 
approval of its new Russian policy | 
by the Dominions, the co-operation | 
of other parts of the British Em-! 
pire is ardently desired in London. 

Well-informed persons think — re- 
sumption of relations with Russia 
will be proposed in the King's Speech | 
from the Throne, July 2, which will 
announce the program of the govern- | 
ment. 

It is thought the government may} 
count on support from both opposi- 
jon parties, since the leaders of the 
Liberal party severely criticized the 
jaldwin government for its break 
with Russia. Among many young
